KINS SWARD 711, be gradually brought back to thoir hceea as •

3. The BUR3H1BS bo surrendering or so returning will not 
ho deprived of their personal liborty, or their property. 

4. No Proceedings CIVIL or CRIMINAL will be taken against 
any of the ! IURGHKHS bo surrendering or bo returning for any 
Act# ir. connection with tho prosecution or the tfar. The 
benefit of this Clause will not extend to certain Acts cen- 
trory to tho usage of War which have boon nctifiod by the 

Ccart.".dor in Chief to the ?©er Generals, and which shall 
be tried by Ccurt Martial issodiately after the clone or 
hostilities. 

5. Tho DUTCH language will be taught in Public Schools in 
tho TRANSVAAL and the ORANGE RIVER COLONY where the Parents 
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of tho Children duairo it, and will be allowed in COURTS of 
LAW when necessary for 'lie cotter and raoro effectual Ackinie- 
tration of Justice. 

6. Tho Poesfloaion of Riflos will bo allowed ir. the TRANS¬ 
VAAL and ORANGE RIVER COLONY to- persons requiring then for 
their Protection, on taking out a license according to law. 

7. MILITARY AOCNISTOATIOll'in tho TRANSVAAL and ORANGE 
RI7?R COLONY will at the earliest possible date be auccoeded 
by .CIVIL OOVEidOSKT ar.d, as soon as circuastancos pc nut, 
Representative Institutions, leading up to self-Govorrr.er.t, 
will bo introduced.

10. As soon as conditions permit, a Corraission, 
on which the local inhabitants will bo represented, 
will bo appointed in each District of the TRARSVAAL 
and ORANGE H1VIK COLONY, under the Presidency of a 
Magistrate or other Official, for the purpose of 
assisting the restoration of _thc people to thoir 
homes and supplying those who, owing tc war losses,

His Majesty's Govormu.nt will place at the 
disposal of the so Commissions a sun of throw million 
pounds sterling for the abovo purposes, and will 
allow all notes, issued undor Law Uo.l of 1900 of 
the Government of the SOUIV! AFRICAN REPUBLIC, and all 
receipts, given by the officers in the field of the 
late Republics or under their orders, to be presented 
to a JUDICIAL COMMISSION, which will be appointed by 
tho Government, and if such notes and receipts are 
found by this Commission to have boon duly issued in 
return for valuable considwraticn they will bo recei¬ 
ved by tho first named Concussions as evidence of 
Xar losses suffered by the persona to whoa they were 
originally given. In uddition to the abovo named 
free grant of throw million pounds, Hia Majesty's 
Go Vermont will be prepared to aako advances as loans
